17.—The 
State Budget commission reversed 
itself today, overruléd 'Govérnor 
Cone and voted new increases in 
recommended appropriations for 
the University of Florida and the 
Florida State College for Women. 

It raised from $750,000 to $825- 
000, the amount recommended for 
the university, whfch. had asked 
for $860,000, and then adopted a 
motion authorizihg blanket. in 
creases on the same percentage 
for the Women's College, the 
School for'Deaf and Blind Chil- 
dren, and the Institution for Fee- 
ble Minded. 

Unofficiàl tabulations showed 
the percentagé increase would 
raise the Woman's College recom-

Its appropriation last 
year was $383,000.

people than. when the fruit . is 
eaten by the population elsewhere. 
Opinions éxist' among numerous 
students of dietary practice, in 
fact, that tHe worth of citrus is' 
greatest with inhabitants of trop-! 
ical and sub-tropical countries. 
Factors of an economic charac- 
ter also enter into. the situation.
